DecW>er i04 194$, GB1BCBY advised that she had received a 
telephone call from TE®BAIHt who made a tentative arrangement to meet her 
the late, afternoon STT&seatoer 14, 1945 for cocktails and a ^cusaion erf 
the affairs of the U. S. S^ce and Shippi^ Corporation and WorW Tourist, 
Ihc, The pos sibillty^brnaaving GREGORY go to Washington for a meeting with 
‘loss of her former contacts was discussed* She stated that she is quite 
sure she could meet the SILVEHMASTERS without arousing any undue suspicion 
as to the purpose of her visit and remarked that on the occasion of her last 
visit in December* 1944 to the home of the SILVERMASTERS, they extended a ^ 
standing invitation for her to visit the SHVERIttSTERS* residence whenever

It will be recalled that in GEEGORY*s statement of Noveober 30,

img this individual. Under date of December 8, 1945, a letter was received 
from the Philadelphia Field Office setting forth information appearing in 
the files of the Immigration and Naturall zat ion Service relative to JOSEPH 
W. ECKHART. Also attached to this letter were two photographs of JOSEPH V. 
ECKHART. These photographs were exhibited to GREGORY and she immediately

The Columbia Yearbook photograph 4>f Dr. A. B^fEINSTEIN, who is 
thought to be possibly identical with thev* 1 CHARLIE* mentioned in informant *s\ 
statement of November 30, 1945, was exhiraned to her but she failed to v 
identify this individual and stated that the individual she knew as CHARMS 
was a much older person than the one appearing in the photograph. Efforts 
are being made to locate a more recent photograph of Dr. WEINSTEIN so that 
it can be exhibited to GREGORY. In connection with her ability to identify 
this individual, she stated that as she now recalls, she saw this individual 
on just one occasion in a restaurant at which time he was sitting down end 
that her observation of him lasted for just a few seconds.

In connectio n with her using this name with BUDENZ, she remarked tnat 
she recalled BUDENZ as having a somewhat poor memory and that when she 
called him on the telephone and informed him that "HELEN" was calling, 
it was difficult for him to identify her* In view of the fact that BUDENZ 
apparently knew GOLOS as JOHN, she identified herself to BUDENZ as "HELEN 
JOHNS" and indicated that by identifying herself in this manner, BUDENZ 
had no difficulty in ' determining who she was when she telephoned v ^ 

In connection with her being a member of the Control Commission 
of the Communist Party, although this question was not asked directly of 
her, it is to be noted that in October, 1938, when she met GOLDS, she 
immediately discontinued any connections she had with the Communist Party* 
It will be recalled in informant *s statement of November 30, 1945 that she 
admitted that she held several positions such as secretary organizer in 
her early days with the Communist Party but has never . indicated that she 
was a member of the Control Commission of the Party* 


At the conclusion of this interview, she advised that she waa 
going to see TED BAYE R at the Vanderbilt Hotel at 5*00 PM and subsequently 
was going to have dinner with RAT and ^OSEP^gLSON* GREGORY was informed 
at this time that it would probably be~~ advisable for 'her td' attempt to get 
in touch with EARL BROWDE R as soon as possible so that an interview could 
be had between BROWDER and herself* Late in the evening of December 17, 
1945, GREGORY advised that she had telephoned BROWDER at his home in 
Yonkers and had an Appointment to meet him at 10*30 AM, December 18, 1945 
in Room 312, at 55 West 42nd Street, which incidentally is the business 
address of his brother, RALPH wY BROWDER. It will be recalled that this
